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Woodland Trust joins campaign 
opposing Brackla housing plan 


HOUSING 
development plans 
near ancient 
woodland in 
Bridgend would 
cause significant 
damage to an 
important habitat, 
a charity has 
warned. 

The Woodland Trust, 
which has formally 
objected to the outline 
planning application of 
three detached homes 
and garages on Briary 
Wood, Briary Way, 
Brackla, is now 
supporting a campaign 


started by local 
residents. 

The site forms part of 
the locally-designated 
‘Tremains’ Site of 
Importance for Nature 
Conservation and is also 
registered as Ancient 
Semi Natural Woodland 
with the trees subject to 
Tree Preservation 
Orders (TPO). 

A tree survey 
submitted by Clay 
Williams Associates as 
part of the application 
recommends the felling 
of 23 trees with tree 
management work 
being undertaken on 


nine more. 

The report states the 
trees, which are mainly 
Ash, are “largely poor 
specimens” and 
“potentially dangerous” 
due to their location on 
a steep embankment. 

Rory Francis, 
campaigns manager for 
the Woodland Trust in 
Wales, said: “We are 
extremely concerned 
about the development 
proposed near Briary 
Wood, which is one of 
the small areas of 
ancient woodland 
remaining in Wales. 

“Planning policy in 


Wales demands that 
ancient woodland 
should be protected 
from development that 
would cause significant 
damage. 

“This development 
would do so, due to the 
noise, light and dust 
pollution and the 
fragmentation of this 
important habitat. 

“That’s why we have 
formally objected to the 
plan. 

“We would urge 
anyone else living 
locally with similar 
concerns to do likewise 
and we support local

Council keen to be 
part of UK’s 'clean 
energy revolution’ 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
will be part of a 
consortium bidding 
for a share of £40m 
worth of central 
Government 
funding to develop 
ways of de¬ 
carbonising the 
local area’s energy 
usage. 

The Government has 
created a ‘Prospering 
from the Energy 
Revolution Programme’ 
that will allocate the 
funding to three 
innovative projects it 
selects from across the 
UK. 

Among those aiming 
for selection is a 
Bridgend county 

borough consortium 
which is being led by 
Cenin Renewables, a 
company based at Parc 
Stormy near Porthcawl. 

The full details of their 
proposal for 

revolutionising local 


energy are being kept 
under wraps as they are 
subject to commercial 
confidentialities. 

However, the general 
intention is for the Cenin 
Renewables site to use its 
power generation 

capability locally and 
demonstrate how this 
could be integrated 
digitally with a proposed 
heat network for 
Bridgend town centre. 

Cabinet members 
from BCBC gave their 
backing to the local 
authority joining the 
consortium to combine 
public and private sector 
expertise. 

Cllr Richard Young, 
cabinet member for 
communities, said: “We 
are very keen to be part 
of this consortium as it 
li nk s in with other clean 
energy projects which are 
already underway, such 
as our proposal for a heat 
network. 

“This would start by 
connecting public 

buildings in Bridgend 
town centre and 


eventually join up with 
dense residential areas 
such as Brackla, as well 
as dozens of schools and 
other public buildings. 

“We’re currently 
working on securing 
funding for that 
particular scheme.” 

Cllr Young added: 
“The government’s long 
term aim is to make clean 
technologies that cost 
less than high carbon 
alternatives, and for UK 
businesses to take the 
lead in supplying them to 
global markets. We want 
Bridgend county 

borough to be involved 
in this energy revolution. 

“While it is too early 
to reveal the full scale of 
the consortium’s 

proposals, I am 
extremely excited that 
what is being planned 
can deliver significant 
environmental benefits 
by reducing carbon 
emissions, contributing 
to our long-term goal of 
‘de-carbonising’ 
Bridgend County 

Borough by 2050.” LS

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BCBC pleads for no more cuts as position is ‘critical’ 


SENIOR councillors at Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) are calling for 
an end to further funding cuts, warning 
the local authority has reached a 
“critical point” and will soon have to 
make decisions previously thought 
“unthinkable”. 

In a full council meeting on July 18 cabinet 
members said if financial pressures were not 
relieved the council would be forced to consider 
cutting “precious services” affecting education, 
social services, leisure and the economy. 

These include: 

• Closing libraries and community centres. 

• Closing leisure centres and swimming pools. 

• Ending full-time nursery education for three- 
year-olds. 

• Closing daycare services for frail older people 
and adults with significant learning disabilities. 

• Closing Bridgend bus station. 

• Removing school crossing patrols. 

• Reducing budgets of primary, secondary and 
special schools. 

• Removing all local bus subsidies. 

• Reducing litter-picking and road-sweeping in 
town centres. 

• Reducing support for economic development. 

It appears to mark the start of a campaign to say 

“enough is enough” to both the Welsh Government 
and the UK Government. 

At the meeting council leader Huw David urged 
all councillors to write to their Assembly 
Members, whatever their political party, to request 
a cross-party consensus in the assembly towards 
supporting local public services. 

He said: “In each and every council chamber in 
Wales councillors are asking whether vital services 
can continue to be delivered in the face of 
continuing cuts and the answer is the same - 
further cuts are not sustainable. 

“That’s why we have been saying to colleagues 
in both UK and Welsh Government that the 
projected reduction in our revenue support grant 
next year is not sustainable - we cannot continue 
to provide the services we are at the moment if we 
have a one per cent reduction. 

“Additional funds need to be invested in social 
services, schools, housing, parks, arts and culture - 
all the areas which keep our communities together. 

“We are making the case now - I’m sure it’s a 
view that’s shared across the chamber.” 

He added: “You can spend as much money as 


you like on the NHS but unless you protect the 
services that we provide the NHS is not sustainable 
in the future.” 

Cllr David had some support from Cllr Norah 
Clarke of the independent alliance group. She said: 
“I was in the meeting where budgets were 
discussed and I had to concur with everything that 
was said. 

“It is absolutely necessary that Welsh 
Government wake up and smell the coffee. If and 
when salaries are increased for teachers, for 
instance, it can have a huge impact on the financial 
situation. 

“The Welsh Government passes down functions 
to local authorities but the money never comes 
with it. 

“Everything is starting to really tighten 
regarding finances and as I’ve mentioned, town 
and community councils are taking on more 
responsibility, more staff to cope and, of course, 
that means the council’s budget has to increase and 
the residents are having to foot that bill.” 

However, the leader of the Conservatives on 
BCBC, Cllr Tom Giffard, had no time for BCBC’s 
position. He said: “I’m sick and tired of the council 
blaming a lack of funds for failing to do basic jobs 
in our communities. 

“We need a council that isn’t afraid to empower 
people to do rather than continually blaming 
austerity for the things it can’t do.” 

“The financial picture is the same across the 
country, yet it seems to be Bridgend county 
borough residents who continually get the poor end 
of the deal with a shoddy bin collection system and 
some of the highest council tax rates in Wales.” 

The cabinet member for social services, Cllr 
Phil White highlighted financial pressures 
involving statutory salary increases which were 
“another unfunded pressure on local government”. 

He said: “At Bridgend council we have one of 
the leanest senior management structures in Wales 
with just three directors and a chief executive 
officer. 

“Our experienced, dedicated workforce is by far 
our greatest asset with staff cost at around 75 per 
cent of total budget. 

“Increases in salaries have a huge impact on 
running the council; inflationary pressures also 
impact on the services we commission from our 
partners. 

“We have calculated that an extra £7m will be 
required to meet pay and demographic changes in 
2019-20 alone.

winners who can proudly 
fly green flags at their 
sites. The two awards 
deservingly recognise the 
efforts and dedication of 
council employees and 
community volunteers 
that goes into 
maintaining well looked- 
after green spaces. 

“A special mention 
must go to Coychurch 
Crematorium which has 
achieved the full award 
for a ninth consecutive 
year. Staff work 
extremely hard to 
maintain the tranquil 
grounds there.”

“This is before any announcements on teachers’ 
pay for 2018-19 which media reports are 
suggesting could be as high as 3.5 per cent.” 

In a letter sent on Wednesday to the Minister for 
Children, Older People and Social Care, and AM 
for Ogmore, Huw Irranca-Davies, the deputy 
council leader and cabinet member for finance 
Hywel Williams said: “Since 2014-15 BCBC’s 
budget reductions have totalled almost £42m. 

“Current assumptions indicate a further £30m of 
reductions by 2022-23 with £10m of savings to be 
made in 2019-20 alone. 

“Alongside these financial constraints there are 
many new responsibilities for local authorities to 
consider. 

“While I am very supportive and proud of the 
legislative programme being developed by the 
Labour-led Welsh Government the programme 
undoubtedly has incurred extra pressure on local 
authorities, who are heavily depended upon, to 
deliver the Welsh Labour ambition of a better, 
fairer, more prosperous Wales. 

“I believe that BCBC has reached a critical 
point where further reductions in funding will have 
a detrimental impact on residents’ lives and put at 
risk the good progress we have made.” 

In the letter, Cllr Williams states that almost half 
of the county’s schools are currently in a deficit 
position and draws attention to the extreme 
financial pressure on social services due to 
“unprecedented demand”. 

And he asks for support as ministers consider 
budget allocations this autumn in protecting 
funding for “crucial public services” in Bridgend. 

He writes: “To be able to continue to deliver the 
Welsh Labour ambition of a prosperous Wales, the 
decline in local government funding needs to stop. 

“Many studies report early intervention has the 
greatest return and education and social services 
are at the forefront of early intervention. 

“Asa minimum councils need a settlement in 
line with inflation and if we are to protect social 
workers and classroom assistants any ‘nationally- 
agreed pay award’ should be fully funded. 

“We would still have to make budget reductions 
to meet the pressures of rising demand but at least 
we will be able to protect some of these precious 
preventative services.” 

Labour councillor Martyn Jones said there 
needed to be a cross-party agreement that the 
council could not possibly go on with extra cuts. 


adding: “There comes a time when full council 
needs to understand and accept the predicament we 
find ourselves in.” 

A Welsh Government spokesman said: “We are 
all having to work against a backdrop of ‘austerity’ 
as a result of years of successive and severe cuts in 
funding from the UK Government. 

“Despite this, we have taken action to protect 
local authorities in Wales and have also ensured 
that no local authority will have to manage on a 
reduction of more than 0.5 per cent this year. 

“The Cabinet Secretary has impressed upon 
local authorities the need to prepare for the tougher 
times and harder choices that lay ahead and that 
they should take account of all the resources 
available to them.”

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Food waste bags now a 
burning issue for BCBC

In a report which 
went before councillors 
on July 23, Zak Shell, 
BCBC’s head of 
neighbouring services, 
said: “[At this time] this 
is of relevance to the 
authority as a move 
from a degradable sack 
to a single-use plastic 
sack potentially offers a 
saving with seemingly 
minimal environmental 
impact.” 

The idea was 
discussed during a 
meeting looking at what 
the council could do to 
help the county become 
‘plastic free’. 

Mr Shell told the 
meeting the current 
cornstarch degradable 
sacks used for food 
waste were not left to 
degrade but were 
instead burnt to produce 
energy. 

He said: “The bags 
are effectively pulled 
out of the process and 
sent off as waste which 
is incinerated and 
turned into energy. 

“With plastic bags, 
there will be some 
elements of plastic that 
goes through the 
process - it means 
microscopic amounts of 
plastic can end up in the 
fertiliser produced from 
the anaerobic digestion 
of food waste.” 

He added: “In the 
waste to energy process, 
plastic is incinerated so 
there isn’t any plastic 
left. 

“If the plastic bags 
were made from 
recycled plastic that 
would certainly lessen 


the environmental 
impact of it.” 

Councillors agreed to 
ask officers for more 
details in understanding 
the environmental 
benefits of using 
biodegradable bags over 
single use plastic bags 
to dispose of food 
waste. 

In his report on the 
topic, Mr Shell said the 
move away from single 
use plastics was 
“complex” and would 
involve, for example, 
wheelie bins having to 
be introduced to the 
county at a cost of 
around £1 million. 

He said this had 
previously been 
discounted and while it 
would help in making a 
saving on ongoing sack 
purchases, it would 
increase collection costs 
and probably not be 
suitable for terraced 
houses. 

Other steps being 
considered as a result of 
the council meeting on 
the topic of becoming a 
plastic free county 
include: 

• Installing a water 
fountain in Bridgend 
indoor market for 
people to refill their 
water bottles. 

• Appointing an 
‘environmental 
champion’ at the 
council 

• Adopting a few 
“easy steps” to become 
plastic free such as not 
using bottled water, not 
using plastic straws and 
buying loose products 
rather than packaged 
ones. 

• Communicate more

regularly to residents 
what can and cannot be 
recycled at the kerbside 
and recycling centres, 
such as black plastic 
which cannot be 
recycled kerbside but 
can be recycled at 
recycling centres. 

• Look at the costs 
for introducing the 
recycling of sanitary 
products 

• Introduce recycling 
bins in town centres. 

• Asking local 
businesses to reduce 
plastic waste and 
expanded polystyrene. 

• Encourage local 
businesses to provide 
water for free to people 
looking to refill their 
bottles. 

• Promote the Surfers 
against Sewage 
movement which looks 
for community leaders 
to lead the plastic free 
movement locally. 

• No longer supply 
free rubbish sacks 
leaving residents to 
purchase their own 

• Introduce a reverse 
vending machine. The 
council is to wait and 
see what the results are 
first of a national 
review being carried out 
into a plastic bottle 
deposit scheme 

Councillors disagreed 
over the exact 
involvement of local 
businesses, with some 
saying it would help 
footfall in businesses if 
people went in for free 
water refills and others 
warning of those on a 
water meter and the 
financial implications. 

Cllr Norah Clarke 
said: “With people 
walking into businesses 
to fill up their bottles 


and others going in to 
use their toilets - 
because that is what we 
are suggesting as a local 
authority - traders are 
going to end up paying 
for it. 

“I think that’s totally 
unfair on businesses.” 

The discussion on the 
proposal of a ‘plastic 
free Bridgend County’ 
took place at the subject 
overview and scrutiny 
committee on July 23. 

It followed a motion 
put forward by the Plaid 
Cymru group at a 
council meeting in April 
to support the initiative. 

On advice from 
cabinet member Cllr 
Young, Cllr Tim 
Thomas withdrew the 
motion in favour of 
sending it to the 
scrutiny committee for 
consideration. 

The cabinet member 
for communities, Cllr 
Richard Young, said: 
“As a council we are 
looking at what can be 
done now as well as in 
the medium and long¬ 
term. 

“This is not going to 
be done overnight. 

“We are in some very 
dangerous waters when 
it comes to our financial 
settlements and there is 
no budget for this. 

“I’m not ruling 
anything out or in. I 
will look at the 
recommendations along 
with the rest of cabinet 
and we will come back 
to work out a strategy 
with the help of 
councillors.”

Bridgend Council fails to 
respond after three months 


A REGIONAL AM has raised concerns 
after a local authority took more than 
three months to respond to a request for 
information. 

Bridgend County Borough Council (BCBC) 
took three months and one day to respond to a 
request for information from regional Assembly 
Member Suzy Davies. 

The council’s own website states that they 
should respond within 20 working days of 
receiving the request for information. 

While the authority adds that: “If we’re unable 
to do this we will state why, and tell you when to 
expect a response,” Mrs Davies has questioned 
why the council took the amount time it did. 

“I understand and accept that at times local 
authorities, along with other public bodies, may 
not be able to respond fully within the 20 working 
day time frame. 

“However, I twice received emails from BCBC 


telling me that they could not respond in time and 
twice they told me they would respond within a 
further 10 days.” 

The initial request for information was made to 
the council on April 10. 

Mrs Davies received emails from BCBC on 
May 9 and June 25. On both occasions, the council 
stated that they would be extending their time 
frame and that Mrs Davies would receive a 
response within 10 days. 

“On both occasions they failed to meet their 
own time extension. This was not a request for an 
extension by the council, they simply told me they 
were giving themselves extra time.” 

Mrs Davies, the Welsh Conservative AM for 
South Wales West, said: “I have referred BCBC to 
the Information Commissioner as it is unclear how 
deep these failings and inefficiencies go. 

“How many other times have the council failed 
to respond to residents within an appropriate time? 
We just do not know.” 


After more than three months, BCBC’s response 
to Mrs Davies’ original request for information, 
which asked about their gender pay gap was: “To 
date the authority has not calculated this, therefore 
the authority does not hold the requested 
information.” 

In response to Mrs Davies’ question of whether 
the council have done any work with the Equalities 
Commissioner on this matter, the response after 
three months and one day was: “No.” 

A BCBC spokesperson said: "We acknowledge 
that there was a delay in responding to the request. 
Responses to FOI requests are undertaken by 
relevant departments alongside their day to day 
work commitments, and in this particular case the 
department is working on an analysis of the gender 
pay gap. 

“They had hoped to be in a position to provide a 
more meaningful response. This work is still being 
undertaken.” 


Female pro-EU group launched 


A GROUP of women leaders, 
representing aspects of Welsh life and 
work, has established the ‘Women in 
Wales For Europe Network’. 

Chaired and hosted by Jane Hutt AM, the network 
is committed to ensuring relationships with the EU 
are maintained and that Welsh women’s voices are 
heard on Brexit. 

Discussions are focused on the equality and 
human rights implications of Brexit in Wales.. 

The group’s call to action includes a commitment 
to using its many networks to inform women about 
what Brexit really means for them, their families and 
communities and to empower them to challenge 
inequalities and influence decision making. 

Ms Hutt, who set up the group in liaison with the 
independent anti-Brexit campaign group Wales For 
Europe, said she was delighted with the range and 
breadth of organisations and sectors taking part, and 
their determination to confront and eliminate 


discrimination. 

“We know that, with Brexit, we are facing 
uncertain times. The Welsh Government has already 
stated that Wales ‘must not lose a penny of funding 
due to Brexit’. That is very important, particularly 
for women in relation to, for example, domestic 
violence services, employment programmes and 
health and well-being. 

“In addition we must ensure that women’s rights 
are not allowed to roll backwards and that hate crime 
and discrimination based on nationality (both EU 
nationals and those of other countries) is prevented. 

“The Women in Wales For Europe Network, 
collectively and individually, will be a voice of 
conscience, working to ensure that equality and 
human rights are not sidelined during the 
negotiations but are always part of mainstream 
discussions.”

Johnson plays Will 
Sawyer, a former FBI 
SWAT team member 
who, after losing the 
bottom part of his leg in 
an explosion, is now a 
security consultant. 
Hired to survey and 
assess the safety of the 
newly-built tallest 
skyscraper in the world 
in Hong Kong by owner 
Zhao (Chin Han), Will 
soon finds himself and 
his family (including his 
wife, played by Neve 
Campbell) embroiled in 
a plot to burn the 
building to the ground, 
and Will has to save his 
family in the most 
dramatic fashion... 

Having started the 
summer battling 
genetically-modified 
creatures in Rampage, 
Dwayne Johnson signs 
off his summer with 
Skyscraper, a Die Hard- 
meets-Towering Inferno 
blockbuster. If there’s 
one thing a Johnson 
film can guarantee is to 
offer you a good time, 
and Skyscraper most 
certainly does that, a 
lunking great beast of a 
blockbuster film that 
makes no pretence to be 
anything other than 
entertainment - and 
succeeds. 

Johnson is that rare 
breed of actor (much 
like Tom Cmise) who 
has the ability to give

the audience what they 
want, and while his

There is so much 
about Skyscraper that 
feels hackneyed or 
predictable, the film 
getting its beats from 
disaster films of yore 
while dropping plot 
breadcrumbs with all 
the subtlety of a Donald 
Trump tweet (a room 
full of screens that 
create a hall of mirrors- 
esque effect? That 
would be a good place 
for a shootout) but what 
Johnson and director 
Rawson Marshall 
Thurber create is 
something that bypasses 
these over-familiar tics. 

Of course, the big 
thrill is seeing Will 
enter the blazing tower 
to save his family, and 
after a little heavy- 
handed plotting, once 
we get there we get 
action sequence after 
action sequence that 
will do little to calm the 
nerves of those with a 
fear of heights 
(definitely avoid 3D), 
and a sense of spectacle 
that definitely keeps 
you on the edge of your 
seat. 

Johnson is as ever 
hugely watchable, and 
what is pleasing is the 
way he downplays his 
super-heroic onscreen 
persona; with a 
prosthetic leg. Will is 
more than just your 
everyman thrown into 
an extraordinary 
situation - he is fallible 
and Johnson is great 
playing this role with 
just enough wizened 
charm.

Resistance to Autism 
Bill ^disappointing’ 


AUTISM sufferers across Wales 
will feel “let down” by the Welsh 
Government, said South Wales 
Central AM Andrew RT Davies 
recently. 

There have long been calls for 
legislation guaranteeing autism 
sufferers rights and support, and a 
Welsh Conservative Autism Bill is 
currently progressing through the 
Assembly. 

While the Welsh Labour 
Government have allowed their 
backbench members a free vote on 
the Bill, they have not indicated 
Ministers will support it.

for better support for autism 
sufferers, said the situation was 
“bitterly disappointing” and urged 
Ministers to give the Bill their

those in power. 

“An Autism Act for Wales would 
deliver this, so the Welsh 
Government must sit up, take notice 
and give autism sufferers the support 
they need.”

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Firefighters 
rescue horses 
trapped in trench 



TWO horses that became 
stuck after wandering into a 
trench have been freed by 
South Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service. 

The horses - a mare and her foal - 
were unable to back out of the trench 
at a disused building at an old colliery 
site in Ynysmaerdy, Pontyclun, on 
July 20. 

It appears they became stuck after 
walking through a tunnel and down a 
trench, which was narrow, and they 
were unable to go back when they 
could not go any further. 

It is unsure how long the horses 
were there, but one of those on the 


scene suggested a day, commenting 
that the horses remained calm and 
were used to being handled by people. 

The rescue was undertaken by the 
fire crew and the owner, with advice 
from a vet and support from the 
RSPCA. 

A ramp of wooden blocks were 
used to move the horses up higher so 
their heads were above the trench, 
allowing more space for them to turn 
around. 

There was praise for the fire crew, 
and the horses were uninjured apart 
from a few grazes. 

The owner has been advised to 
block up the access point.

Bluebirds revive 
plan for training 
base in the Vale 


CARDIFF City 
Football Club 
could finally get 
permission to start 
work on a new 
training ground 
this week. 

The Bluebirds want 
to build the new training 
ground in the Vale on 
council-owned 
agricultural land south¬ 
west of Junction 34 of 
the M4. 

The Vale Council’s 
planning committee will 
discuss the first part of 
the plans, which would 
include 15 pitches on 
land opposite Hensol 
Villas, on Thursday 
(July 26). 

The club also wants 
to build a two-storey 
training centre in the 
middle of the new 
ground, with 123 car 


parking spaces, but this 
is subject to a separate 
planning application. 

Vale Council officers 
have advised the 
committee to approve 
permission for the 15 
pitches, across a 44 acre 
site, subject to 
conditions. 

There have been 19 
letters of objection sent 
to the council since the 
planning application 
was first submitted in 
2013. 

Concerns raised by 
residents include the 
new training ground’s 
proximity to 
neighbouring properties, 
potential floodlighting, 
flooding issues and 
‘noise levels and 
disturbance including 
obscene language,’ a 
council report says. 

Pendoylan 

Community Council has 


also raised concerns 
about noise and increase 
in traffic resulting from 
the development, and 
has objected to using 
the land for non- 
agricultural purposes. 

The training centre, 
which will be decided 
on another date, would 
include a gym, pool, 
treatment rooms and 
dining rooms. 

There would also be 
spectator terraces for 
overlook the first team 
pitches to the west of 
the training ground and 
for academy pitches to 
the east. 

Plans for the new 
training ground were 
originally submitted 
following Cardiff City’s 
promotion to the 
Premier League in 
2013. 

The Bluebirds were 
relegated in the 2013-14 
season, but won 
promotion back to the 
top flight last season. 

They play their first 
game back in the 
Premier League away at 
Bournemouth on August 
11 .

A summer’s 
evening walk for 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 


ON a beautiful sunny, hot and 
still evening, a group of 16 
walkers and Mervyn the 
spaniel joined Joy from 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers at St Andrews 
Major Primary School 
recently. 

After welcoming some of the 
people who walk with Geraint on the 
Dinas Powys walks on Wednesday 
evenings, which have now finished, 
they set off down the Westra. 

Carefully avoiding the traffic, a 
metal gateway led them onto what 
was part of the St Andrews Major golf 
course but is now privately owned 
with its large flock of black sheep 
quietly grazing. 

Following the public right of way 
where it has been marked out by a 
tape fence in places and emerging 
onto the golf course, they enjoyed 
some friendly banter with two male 
players as they waited for them to 
play their shots before moving on. 

Because the public footpath at this 
point is blocked with thick vegetation, 
they made their way past the driving 
range, and followed the path behind 
the clubhouse adjacent to the 
Coldbrook River onto Argae Lane. 

Crossing Pont y Rhydyll, they 
walked up the driveway passing cows 
and sturdy calves, sprawled out 
enjoying the evening sunshine in the 
adjoining fields. 

They arrived at Biglis farmhouse 
and its stone bam, built in the late 
18th or early 19th century, but since 
then has been remodelled and both 
buildings are Grade II listed. 

Passing below the main Cardiff to 
Barry railway line and heading 
through a metal gate, a small herd of 
inquisitive bullocks followed the 
group half way across the field and 
then gave up in the heat. A stile led 
them to the distinctive red and yellow 


bricked Biglis Pumphouse, opened in 
1899. 

Negotiating a narrow path through 
tall foliage beside the banks of the 
Cadoxton River, they went into fields 
beside Cardiff Road and along a 
narrow path through trees into Parc 
Bryn y Don where the popular skate 
park was opened in 2007. 

Circumnavigating the field that 
contains the cricket pitch and exiting 
into Cae’r Odyn, some pavement 
walking at Heol y Frenhines and 
Cardiff Road led them into Station 
Road and up onto Dinas Powys 
Common. 

Walking on slightly higher ground 
with its grand views towards the 
Bristol Channel and Sully meant they 
were able to catch and enjoy the slight 
breeze for the short walk back to their 
start. 

On July 28, meet at 9.30am at 
Cogan Leisure Centre for a 7.5-mile 
moderate walk from Cyfarthfa Castle 
taking in Morlais Castle and the Taff

Hovercraft arrives at 
Penarth 50 years ago 


WORLD history 
was made on 
Penarth beach on 
Monday, July 22, 
1963 when the 
SRN2 hovercraft 
flew into land for P 
& A Campbell Ltd 
to start a cross 
channel ferry 
service to Weston 
super Mare for the 
first time. 

The experimental 
service was to last over 
the summer months, in 
tandem with the regular 
paddle steamer 

excursions operated by 
Cardiff Queen and 
Bristol Queen. 

This unusual vessel 
was built by Westland 
Aircraft, in essence to 
establish the viability of 
such craft. The 
Saunders/Roe Number 2 
had trials in Canada and 
one advantage here was 
that this hovering wonder 
could operate any time of 
the tide practically 
anywhere. 

Floating on a cushion 
of air and weighing 27 
tons, it could 
accommodate up to 70 
passengers and travel at 
over 80 miles per hour. 
The journey time from 
Penarth to Weston was 


just over 10 minutes I 

This was no doubt the 
brainchild of Sydney 
Clifton Smith-Cox, the 
managing director of P & 
A Campbell Ltd, and 
provided a considerable 
amount of publicity for a 
company that just a few 
years before was in 
receivership. 

There were drawbacks 
though - the small 
number of passengers it 
could carry (compared 
with 1,000-plus on the 
big paddle steamers), the 
noise it generated and 
mechanical glitches. At 
the end of a six-week 
season, the hovercraft 
flew away again and did 
not return to the Severn 
Sea! 

The hovercraft story 
did not end there because 
P & A Campbell 
commenced hovercraft 
services on the south 
coast of England to a 
number of locations and 
across to France, 
operated by the SRN6 
named after the former 
flagship of the White 
Funnel Fleet 

''Britannia''. She ‘flew’ 
from Dover, Hastings 
and Margate to Calais on 
a ‘no passport’ 
arrangement. This 
service operated between 
1966 and 1967. 


Meanwhile back at 
Penarth, the arrival of 
SRN2 was no doubt 
greeted with pleasure by 
the local school children 

- who had the day off to 
witness the event. Civic 
dignatories, of course, 
turned out in number. 
The local press got 
excited too - “History 
was in the making - THE 
THING IS HERE!”, The 
single fare to Weston was 
£1 (very expensive for 
the time) and return 
ticket - out by hovercraft 

- back by steamer set you 
back 27/6d. Another 
drawback - at Penarth 
beach anyway - was that 
the force of the draught 
caused pebbles to fly all 
over the place. 

The vessel was 65 feet 
in length and 30 feet in 
breadth and powered by 
four Bristol Siddeley 
Nimbus turboshaft 
engines of 815 
horsepower each. 

A number of proposed 
hovercraft schemes have 
emerged from time to 
time but nothing much 
has resulted. Now, with 
practically no maritime 
excursions here it is 
surprising how many 
local residents remember 
the events of 55 years 
ago to this day.

Penybont FC will 
get its new stand 


PLANS to install a second 250- 
seater stand at Penybont 
Football Club have been 
approved. 

The club on Llangewydd Road, 
Bridgend, wanted to build the stand 
and a TV gantry as part of its 
aspirations for promotion to the Welsh 
Premier League. 

The plans were approved at 
Bridgend County Borough Council’s 
development control committee on 
July 19. 

As part of the conditions, the club 
must provide a contribution of £8,000 
towards painting double yellow lines 
around the site access, opposite the site 
access and any other areas deemed 
necessary “to stop vehicles parking 
indiscriminately and affecting the free 
flow of traffic”. 

A further condition states that no 
development should start until a 
scheme of 150 off-street parking 
spaces, 10 staff parking spaces and a 
coach parking space has been 
approved by the council. 

Some residents living nearby had 
raised concerns over the expansion, 
fearing that existing problems of 


“noise and foul language, 
inconsiderate speeding drivers and 
parking issues” would be made worse. 

The new stand will bring the total 
number of seats to 509 and will be blue 
to match the football club’s main kit 
and the existing approved stand. 

It will be around 33 metres in 
length, four metres deep and four 
metres high. 

Officers said the stand will be 
“substantially screened” by the 
existing treeline and hedgerow along 
the boundaries of the site. 

The Eootbah Association of Wales 
requires that all clubs in the Welsh 
Premier League have a minimum stand 
capacity of 500 seats and a TV gantry. 

In 2016, the club applied for 
permission to build a 500-seater 
stadium but reduced the number to half 
the size as it was unable to meet all the 
highway safety-related planning 
conditions at the time. 

Planning officers recommended the 
original conditions were now applied 
to ensure the increase in users can 
access the stadium safely. 

Councillors voted unanimously in 
favour of the plans.
